SEASONAL CONDITIONS, TASMANIA: JANUARY, 1963 


Rainfall: During January rainfall was below normal throughout the West, South-East and South and small areas near 
Queenstown, Bagdad and on Tasman Peninsula recorded less than fifty percent of average. Most of northern Tasmania received 
more than fifty percent above normal. Departures from average greater than three hundred percent occurred on the Central Plateau | 
near Great Lake, in the far North-East, and on Flinders Island. The large departures in the North-East were due to moist north: 
easterly winds. 


The wettest area was Flinders Island with totals between six and seven inches, while peaks above five inches occurred in the | 
North-East and near Lake Margaret on the West Coast. 


Temperature: Bot|i maxima and minima were above normal in almost all parts of Tasmania. Only scattered inland stations 
recorded mean maxima below normal. ‘The greatest positive departure from normal was four degrees in the Zeehan area due to the 
effect of periods of north-easterly weather. Small sections of the North-East Coast were also three degrees above normal. 


Bushfires: The very few days of hot and windy weather resulted in a month which was relatively free of bushfires. Good rains 
over the North and North-East of the State were also a limiting factor. Outbreaks of fire in the North-West threatened the township 
of Roger River and Lileah and also the area near Mersey Blulf. 


Crops and Pasture: Crops were reported to be good in practically all areas. Southern areas were deficient in rainfall, but 
shower activity was sufiicient to promote steady development of the apple and pear crop in the Huon, Pastures were generally 
described as fair to good but there were signs of deterioration in many areas.
